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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments were not found 
persuasive to overcome the rejection of the claims. The applicants argue that the claimed structure is different from that of Wilshaw 
because the plurality of fine holes of the claimed invention are loaded with fine metal particles whereas Wilshaw's pores are filled with 
emitter cones. However, other than using a different label to refer to Wilshaw's particles as emitter cones, the applicants have failed to 
advance any reasons explicitly setting forth the structural differences between the claimed particles and those of Wilshaw. They are both 
very small metallic parts of a structure body that are each loaded in one of a plurality of holes. In fact, Wilshaw uses the same 
technique, i.e., vacuum evaporation, to form the particles within the holes (see, e.g., Wilshaw: col.8/ll.32). Ail other arguments presented 
by the applicants have been considered and addressed in a prior Office action. 
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
